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PREFATORY NOTE 



The New York Academy of Medicine was organized in the 
City of New York, on January 6, 1847, and by a special act of the 
Legislature of the State was incorporated on June 23, 185 1. This 
act was amended on June 4, 1853, empowering the corporators to 
appoint five delegates to represent them in The Medical Society of 
the State of New York, with all the powers and privileges possessed 
by delegates from the respective medical colleges of the State. A 
supplementary act was passed, June 2, 1877, conferring upon the 
Academy certain trust powers and privileges. 

From the inception of the Academy, one of its purposes has been 
the provision of a building or hall, where its meetings might be 
held, where a library and museum could be established, and where 
the profession could meet on common ground. The efforts put 
forth in this direction culminated, in 1875, in the purchase of a build- 
ing, centrally located on West Thirty-first street, near Fifth avenue, 
which was, by the generous gift of a worthy Benefactor, Dr. Abram 
DuBois, enlarged so as to cover the entire lot, thereby providing a 
library hall and audience-room, which for a number of years an- 
swered the Academy's wants and those of the profession. 

In time, however, the opportunities thus furnished proved insuf- 
ficient. The Fellows of the Academy formed, for special discussions; 
a number of Sections, each of which held a monthly meeting, more- 
over, medical and other scientific societies not affiliated with the 
Academy hired its rooms for their gatherings, and thus the accom- 
modations become often insufficient. The library grew steadily 
in number and value of books and periodicals, etc. ; the shelf room 
was exhausted; the journal and reading-rooms became much too 
small for those eager to utilize them, for the library being free 
to the public, during certain hours, the Academy had to supply not 
only the wants of its Fellows, but also of the profession at large and 
the public. Finally, the building not being fire-proof, the treasures 
contained in it were constantly exposed to danger, and thus the 
necessity of erecting a building both large and fire-proof became 



urgent. 



When informed of this state of things, Mrs. Anna Woerishoffer, 
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in memory of her husband, the late Mr. Charles F. Woerishoffer, 
gave twenty-five thousand dollars in aid of a building fund. Within 
a year after, Mrs. Celine B. Hosack, in memory of her husband,, 
the late Dr. Alexander E. Hosack, left to the Academy the generous 
bequest of seventy thousand dollars. Thus, with the aid of both 
professional and lay friends, nearly all the funds required for the 
contemplated new building were gathered, and to-day the new edifice 
is free of debt. 

It covers a plot 75 x 100 feet, is five stories high, fire-proof,, 
contains an audience room, — Hosack Hall, — ^a banquet-room, a stack- 
room, ample to hold 200,000 volumes, an imposing reference library- 
room, Woerishoffer Hall, with adjoining journal and reading-rooms,, 
rooms for study, five large rooms for the meetings of Sections and 
scientific gatherings in general, a conversation room, a reception- 
room and other necessary accommodations. 

The Academy's publications comprise twelve volumes of Transac- 
tions, four volumes of the Bulletin, and some fifty miscellaneous 
Addresses, Memoirs, and Reports, copies of which are for sale or 
will be exchanged for works not already in the Library. 

The Library contains over 80,000 bound volumes, about 36,000- 
pamphlets, and takes regularly over 1,200 current periodicals, com- 
prising nearly all the medical journals. Transactions of Medical So- 
cieties, Hospitals, and Boards of Health Reports of value, published 
throughout the world, and is open free to the medical profession and 
the public daily from 9:30 a.m. to i p.m. and to the members of the 
Academy from 9:30 a.m. to 10:30 p.m., Sundays, legal holidays and 
such portion of the Summer as the Council shall direct are excepted.

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AN ACT 

TO INCORPORATE 

THE NEW YORK ACADEMY OF MEDICINE. 

Passed June 23, 185 1. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section i. J. Kearny Rodgers, James Anderson, Galen Carter, 
Willard Parker, John H. Griscom, Edward L. Beadle, Isaac Wood, 
James O. Pond, ^ and John G. Adams, and such other persons as 
are now associated as The New York Academy of Medicine, or 
may hereafter become associated with them, are hereby constituted 
a body corporate, by the name of 

^'tHE new YORK ACADEMY OF MEDICINE/' 

for the purpose of promoting the advancement of Medical Science 
by such means as to them shall appear expedient and proper. 

Section 2. The said corporation shall have power to make and 
adopt a Constitution and By-Laws, rules and regulations for the 
admission, suspension, and expulsion of its members, and their 
government ; the election of its officers, and define their duties ; and 
for the safe-keeping and protection of its property and funds, and, 
from time to time, to alter or repeal such Constitution, By-Laws, 
rules, and regulations. The present officers shall hold their re- 
spective offices until others shall be chosen in their places. 

Section 3. The said corporation may purchase and hold any real 
or personal estate the annual income of which shall not exceed five 
thousand dollars. 

Section 4. The said corporation shall possess the general powers, 
and be subject to the general restrictions and liabilities prescribed 
in the third title of- the eighteenth chapter of the first part of the 
Revised Statutes. 
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Section 5. The corporators hereby incorporated are authorized to 
appoint one delegate to represent them in the State Medical Society,* 
with all the powers and privileges which delegates for the respective 
Medical Colleges of this State possess. 

Section 6. The Legislature may at any time alter or repeal this 
act.

Chap. 308. 

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED "An AcT TO INCORPORATE 

The New York Academy of Medicine/' passed June 23, 1851.

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section i. The fifth section of chapter two hundred and 
seventy-four of the Laws of eighteen hundred and fifty-one is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 5. The corporators hereby incorporated are authorized 
to appoint five delegates to represent them in the State Medical So- 
ciety,* with all the powers and privileges which delegates from the 
respective Medical Colleges of this Statq possess. 

Section 2. This act shall take eflEect immediately.

an act to confer certain powers and privileges iji»<)n 
Tjie New York Academy of Medicine. 

Passed June 2, 1877, three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section i. The present Board of Trustees of The New York 
Academy of Medicine, as now organized, consisting of five mem- 
bers, shall be continued, and on the expiration of the term of any 
of the said Trustees a successor shall be elected, who shall hold his 
office for five yeais, and until his successor shall be elected. 

Section 2. In case of the death or resignation of any Trustee 
during his term, his successor shall be elected for the residue of his 
term thus expired. 

Section 3. On the expiration of the term of any of the said 
Trustees, a successor shall be elected, who shall hold his office for five 
years, and until his successor shall be elected. 

Section 4. The said Corporation may take and hold in trust any 
personal or real estate, either by purchase, gift, bequest, or devise, 
the annual income of which shall not exceed ten thousand dollars. 

Section 5. Any property so purchased, given, bequeathed, or de- 
vised to the said Corporation, unless the use is otherwise specifi- 
cally designated by the donor, shall.be added to and form a part 
of The General Permanent Fund held in trust by said Corporation, 
the interest or income of which shall only be used by the said cor- 
poration for the purpose of advancing Medical Science under 
their direction, and any court of record may restrain any expendi- 
ture or misappropriation of such property, or any part thereof, on 
complaint of any three of the Fellows of the said "New York 
Academy of Medicine" qualified to vote at the annual election for 
Trustees. 

Section 6. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CONSTITUTION* 



Article I. 



This Association shall be called The New York Academy of 
Medicine, and shall be composed of Fellows, Associate Fellows, 
Honorary Fellows and Benefactors, but only the first class of Fel- 
lows shall have any right, title, or interest, in the real or personal 
property, 'or funds, of the Academy, or be eligible for office, or 
have the right to vote. 

Article II. 

The object of the Academy shall be: 

The Promotion of the Science and Art of Medicine, including 
the maintenance of a Public Medical Library. 

Article III. 

Section i. Each candidate for Fellowship must be a resident 
of the United States of America, a graduate or licentiate in medicine 
or surgery and a legally authorized practitioner, who has been en- 
gaged in active medical or surgical practice, or scientific work asso- 
ciated therewith, for at least three years last preceding the applica- 
tion. The number of Fellows elected as such shall not exceed, at 
any one time, one thousand and at least three-fourths of the number 
shall be residents of the City of New York. 

Section 2. Medical officers in the United States Army, Navy, 
or Marine Hospital Service, and physicians of the United States not 
residing, practising or having an office, or being engaged in business 
in New York City, and possessing the same qualifications as are re- 
quired for a Fellow, may be elected Associate Fellows. An Associate 
Fellow may be elected a Fellow by the Academy, after due notice, 
by a three- fourths vote of the Fellows present at a given stated 
meeting.

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Section 3. Members heretofore elected and known, as Resident 
Fellows, Non-Resident Fellows and Corresponding Fellows, shall be 
called respectively, Fellows, Associate Fellows and Honorary 
Fellows. 

Section 4. Eminent physicians and scientists of the United 
States, or of foreign countries, distinguished in medicine or science, 
and actively engaged therein, may be elected Honorary Fellows. 
Their number shall be limited to fifty. 

A nomination for Honorary Fellowship shall be made in writing 
by three or more Fellows, and referred to the Council. If approved, 
after due notice to the Fellows, the name of such nominee shall be 
referred to the Academy for action, a three-fourths vote of the Fel- 
lows present, at a stated meeting, being necessary to elect. 

Section 5. Any person having rendered illustrious services to 
the Academy may be elected a Benefactor, at any stated meeting, 
upon recommendation of the Council. 

Article IV. 

Section i. There shall be a President, three Vice-Presidents, a 
Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, five 
Trustees, and a Treasurer for the Trustees. 

These officers, together with the chairmen of the Standing Com- 
mittees, shall constitute a Council. The five elected Trustees, and 
ex officio, the President, the Recording Secretary and the Treasurer 
for the Trustees shall constitute the Board of Trustees. There shall 
also be a Statistical and an Assistant Secretary, the latter to be 
nominated by the Recording Secretary, and both to be appointed 
by the Council. 

Section 2. The President shall be elected for the term of two 
years ; the Vice-Presidents for the term of three years, one retiring, 
and one being elected each year ; the Treasurer for the Trustees for 
five years. 

The Recording and Corresponding Secretaries and the Treasurer 
shall be elected for the term of three years ; the Statistical Secretary 
and the Trustees for the term of five years, one Trustee being elected 
and one retiring each year. 
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Section 3. Both the Treasurer of the Academy and the Treas- 
urer for the Trustees shall be required to give bonds to an amount 
satisfactory to the Council' for the proper performance of their 
duties, the expense of procuring such bond to be borne by the 
Academy. 

Section 4. The signature of the President or acting President 
as well as of the Treasurer of the Academy shall be necessary on 
all checks drawn against funds of the Academy in the latter's pos- 
session. 

Article V. 

« 

Section i. The following Standing Committees shall be elected 
for the term of five years, and shall consist of five members each, 
one member for each committee being elected and one retiring 
yearly: i. A Committee on Admissions. 2. A Committee on Li- 
brary, the Chairman of which shall be, ex officio, the Executive 
Librarian. 

Section 2. No Fellow shall be eligible for re-election in the 
same Standing Committee until one year after the expiration of 
his term of service. 

Article VL 

The terms of all officers shall begin and end on the first day of 
January, excepting that officers elected to fill vacancies shall assume 
office immediately. 

Article VIL 

The Academy may be divided into Sections, as follows: i. Sur- 
gery ; 2. Medicine ; 3. Obstetrics and Gynaecology ; 4. Orthopaedics ; 
5. Neurology and Psychiatry; 6. Ophthalmology; 7. Otology; 8. 
Laryngology and Rhinology; 9. Paediatrics; 10. Genito-Urinary 
Diseases, and as many more as may at an time be proposed, in writ- 
ing, by ten or more Fellows and approved by a three-fourths vote 
of the Fellows present at a stated meeting. 

Article VIIL 

Section i. Everv Fellow, Associate Fellow and Honorary Fel- 
low, on election to and completion of membership, shall be furnished 
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with a copy of the Constitution and By-Laws, and a duly authenti- 
cated certificate of Fellowship, as follows:

Section 2. This may be revoked for cause; and in case of re- 
fusal to surrender the same, the Academy may publish such revoca- 
tion in the public journals. 

Section 3. Any Fellow, or Associate Fellow, having complied 
with the requirements of the Constitution and By-Laws, may resign 
his Fellowship, by presenting at a stated meeting a communication in 
writing to that effect ; but no resignation shall be valid until accepted 
by the Academy. 

Article IX. 

Section i. The Academy may reprimand, susi>end, or expel 
a Fellow or Associate Fellow for violation of its regulations, or the 
commission of any act which unfavorably affects the character of 
the Medical Profession or the interests of the Academy or of its 
Fellows. . ! i 1 
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Section 2. A three-fourths vote of the Fellows present shall be 
necessary to suspend or expel a Fellow or Associate Fellow. This 
vote shall not be taken unless the printed call for the meeting con- 
tains a notice of the motion to suspend or expel a Fellow or Associate 
Fellow and said Fellow or Associate Fellow shall have been duly- 
notified by mail, at least one week previously at his or her last known 
address, excepting in the case of delinquents for dues or assess- 
ments, when a private notice sent to said delinquent by mail shall 
suffice. 

Article X. 

No part of this Constitution shall be altered, except by a vote of 
three-fourths of the Fellows present at a stated meeting, subsequent 
to one at which a proposition to that effect shall have been made 
in writing,, and then only after the proposed alteration shall have 
been printed and sent to every Fellow. 



BY-LAWS* 



I. MEETINGS. 

Section i. The stated meetings of the Academy shall be held 
on the first and third Thursdays of every month, from the first 
Thursday in October to the third Thursday in May, inclusive, at 
8:15 o'clock P.M., excepting when the regular day is a legal holiday. 

Section 2. The Anniversary Discourse shall be delivered in No^ 
vember, and the Public shall be invited to attend. 

Section 3. At the first stated meeting in December all nomina- 
tions for the officers to be elected by the Academy shall be made. 
At the second stated meeting in December the elections shall be 
held. The first stated meeting in January shall be the Annual Meet- 
ing, at which all Annual Reports shall be presented. 

Section 4. Special meetings may be called at any time by the 
President, and shall be called upon the requisition, in writing, of 
any ten Fellows. 

Section 5. For special meetings three-days' notice shall be given 
and no business shall be transacted except that stated in the calL 

Section 6. At all meetihgs, twenty-one Fellows shall be neces- 
sary to constitute a quorum. 

II. PRESIDENT. 

The President shall preside over all meetings of the Academy 
and of the Council; regulate all debates; call for reports; sum- 
mon extraordinary meetings on urgent occasions ; sign all diplomas, 
letters testimonial, and other documents requiring his signature; 
appoint all committees not otherwise provided for; announce the 
result of all votes; designate one or more Fellows to prepare suit- 
able memoirs of deceased Fellows, and be, ex officio, a member of all 
the Standing Committees, and of the Board of Trustees. 

III. VICE-PRESIDENTS. 

The Vice-Presidents shall assist the President in the discharge

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of his duties, and in the absence of the President shall perform 
the duties of the latter in the order of their seniority. 

IV. RECORDING SECRETARY. 

The Recording Secretary shall keep minutes of the proceedings 
of all meetings of the Academy and of the Council ; notify officers 
and members of committees of their appointment and the duties 
required of them ; sign diplomas, and certify to all official acts re- 
quiring certificates, either in connection with or independently of 
the President, as the case may be ; attest and affix the common seal 
to all diplomas, letters testimonial, and other documents requiring^ 
the seal of the Academy and signature of the President; conduct 
the domestic corresp>on.dence of the Academy, receive the signatures 
and admission fees of newly admitted Fellows, and pay the moneys 
thus received to the Treasurer for the Trustees; be, ex officio, a 
member of the Standing Committees and of the Board of Trustees ; 
and transact such other business as may be ordered by the Academy 
or Council. 

V. ASSISTANT SECRETARY. 

Section i. The Assistant Secretary shall keep a list of the 
Fellows and Associate Fellows; issue notices of meetings, which 
for stated meetings shall be mailed on the Saturday previous to 
the time of meeting ; assist the Recording Secretary in the discharge 
of his duties, and in his absence perform them. 

Section 2. He shall keep a Register in which the signatures of 
the Fellows in attendance at each meeting shall be entered ; and, as 
50on as a quorum is thus ascertained to be present, notify the 
President. 

VI. corresponding secretary. 

The Corresponding Secretary shall take charge of and conduct 
the foreign correspondence of the Academy. He shall also report 
the death of each Honorary Fellow. 

Vll. STATISTICAL SECRETARY. 

The Statistical Secretary shall keep a tabular record of the names 
of every former and present Fellow of the Academy, with the place 
and date of birth, education, and graduation ; and the date, place, 
and cause of death of each Fellow, with such other circumstances 
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as shall fully illustrate the vital statistics of the Academy. He shall 
report to the Academy, as early as practicable thereafter, the decease 
of each Fellow, with such facts relating to his life and death as 
may be obtainable. 

VIII. TREASURER. 

ft 

The Treasurer shall receive all dues, assessments, and proceeds 
from the sale of the Academy's publications, and retain the same 
imtil otherwise appropriated by the Council or Academy; pay all 
bills or sums directed by the Academy or Council, and none others ; 
keep a correct account of all moneys received and expended; give 
a statement of all the funds of the Academy in his care to the 
Council or Academy annually, and whenever requested by either; 
have his books ready for inspection whenever they may request it, 
and deliver up, when called upon bv the Council or Academy, all 
moneys, papers, books, and whatever may be in his possession belong- 
ing to the Academy, to his successor in office, or to any other person 
appointed to receive them. He shall send the bills for annual dues 
and assessments by mail in January. He shall report to the Council, 
in January, the names of all Fellows and Associate Fellows who 
have not paid their dues or assessments for the previous year or 
years, and shall have power to employ a bookkeeper subject to the 
approval of the Council, and a collector when necessary. He shall 
be present at all elections for officers of the Academy to receive 
dues and inform the tellers of delinquents. 



IX. BOARDS AND COMMITTEES.

Section i. The Council, the Board of Trustees, the Standing 
Committees, and the Sections, shall meet in January, to organize, and 
as often thereafter as mav be necessarv to transact the business re- 
ferred to them by the Academy and shall keep regular minutes of 
their proceedings, recorded in suitable books provided for the 
purpose. 

Section 2. They shall, in addition to such duties as are herein- 
after assigned to them, respectfully consider all matters particularly 
referred to them, and report thereon. 

Section 3. When any member of a Standing Committee, the 
Council, or of the Board of Trustees, shall be absent from four con- 
secutive stated meetings, without satisfactory excuse, such absence 
shall be reported to the President, who shall declare the seat vacant. 
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Section 4. If an officer shall fail to discharge his duties to the 
satisfaction of the Academy, he may be dismissed from his office 
by a two-thirds vote; but no motion for dismissal shall be acted 
upon until the next stated meeting, prior to which meeting the 
Recording Secretary shall notify the alleged delinquent of such 
motion, and all Fellows of such proposed action. 

Section 5. Every member of a committee, or any Fellow, or As- 
sociate Fellow, having funds or property belonging to the Academy, 
shall give up the same on demand to the person authorized to re- 
ceive it. 

X. COUNCIL. 

Section i. The Council shall supervise the general affairs and' 
interests of the Academy, and provide suitable accommodations, 
for its meetings, for its movable property, and for its business, 
transactions. 

Section- 2. It shall estimate for any annual assessment, and! 
shall annually, in December, and oftener, if deemed requisite, audit 
the financial accounts. 

Section 3. It shall authenticate and authorize the payment of 
every bill against the Academy not exceeding: two hundred dollars. 

Section 4. It shall confer with the Trustees, the other officers, 
and with the Standing Committees, through the chairman of each, 
in reference to theii respective functions and business relations. 

Section 5. It shall appoint the Resident and the Assistant- 
Librarian, and the Assistant and Statistical Secretaries. 

Section 6. It shall nominate such Fellows as are to be 

appointed to deliver series of discourses or lectures on scientific 

subjects before the Academy, and, also, a Fellow to deliver the 
Anniversary Discourse. 

Section 7. It shall determine the propriety of reading any paper 
before the Academy or its Sections offered by a person not a Fellow 
of the Academy. 

Section 8. It shall select, by a two-thirds vote, such essays,, 
memoirs, or reports as are to appear in the printed transactions ; . 
superintend the publication of all papers and volumes by thet 
Academy, and fix the price of all publications offered for sale. 
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Section 9. It shall appoint all delegates to other societies, ex- 
cept those to The Medical Society of the State of New York. 

Section 10. It shall, by a two-thirds vote, fill all vacancies until 
the next annual election, except in the offices of President, Vice- 
President, Trustee, and Delegate to The Medical Society of the- 
State of New York, which shall be filled by the Academy for the 
unexpired portion of such term. 

Section ii. It shall, on a written statement signed by a com- 
plainant, take cognizance of any complaint against a Fellow or Asso- 
ciate Fellow. The Council may, after investigation, reprimand the 
oflFender, dismiss a complaint or transmit its finding thereon to the 
Academy for further action. 

Section 12. It shall ascertain at the regular meeting in January 
of each year the names of all Fellows or Associate Fellows, who- 
are one year or more in arrears of dues, and shall immediately 
notify said delinquents by mail of their arrearage. 

Section 13. It shall within three months thereafter report to. 
the Academy the names of all Fellows and Associate Fellows, so. 
notified, whose dues remain unpaid. 

Section 14. It shall have power at any regular meeting by a 
unanimous vote of those present, to remit, yearly, the dues of any 
Fellow or Associate Fellow who has paid ten or more annual dues,, 
and is in financial or physical distress. 

Section 15. It shall once annually make a full report to the 
Academy. 

Section 16. A majority of the Council shall be necessary to con- 
stitute a quorum. 

Section 17. The President and Recording Secretary of the 
Academy, and the Chairman and Secretary of the Board of Trustees, 
with the Chairman of the Committee on Library, shall constitute a 
sub-committee of the Council, to be called the Executive Committee,, 
to act on such matters as may be referred to it from time to time by 
the Board of Trustees and the Council in the management of the 
business of the Academy. 

XI. BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

Section i. The Board of Trustees shall have charge of all the- 
real estate and vested funds that are now in, or that may at any 
time come into the possession of the Academy. 
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SECTION 2. It shall be their duty to supervise and direct their 
'J>easurer in the investment of the funds of the Academy; report 
the investments and the condition of the funds and property afore- 
said to the Council when required, and annually to the Academy. 
All funds and property in their care shall only be used as specified 
by the donors, and as provided for by the amended charter. No 
money shall be paid excepting on the order of the Board of Trustees. 
All checks and all orders withdrawing deposits from any bank, trust 
company, or money institution, shall be signed by both the Treasurer 
for the Trustees and the Chairman of the Board of Trustees. 

XII TREASURER FOR THE TRUSTEES. 

Section i. The Treasurer for the Trustees shall hold in trust 
all funds, papers, and documents of a financial nature, now in the 
care of the Board of Trustees, or that mav hereafter come under 
thejr control. The said funds shall be invested ,and the papers and 
documents kept in a place of safety, under the direction of the 
Board of Trustees. 

Section 2. He shall collect the rents, interest, and income of the 
Trusts and property of the Academy, and shall keeep a separate 
account of the rents and of each specific fund. 

Section 3. He shall annually, and whenever directed, make a 
full report of all matters entrusted to him ; the amounts and kind 
of investments, the receipts, and payments of each triist, to the 
Board of Trustees, to be audited by them for presentation to the 
Council and the Academy, and whenever directed by either. 

Section 4. He shall deliver up to his successor in office, and to 
the Board of Trustees, or the Academy, when directed by either, all 
books, financial papers, funds, bonds, and whatever property he may 
hold in trust, belonging directly or indirectly to the Academy. 

Section 5. He shall be, ex oflicio, a member of and attend the 
meetings of the Board of Trustees. 

XIII. COMMITTEE ON ADMISSIONS. 

Section i. Each candidate for Fellowship or Associate Fellow- 
ship, must sign and present a written application, endorsed by three 
Fellows personally acquainted with him, and may be admitted at a 
meeting subsequent to his recommendation by the Committee on Ad- 
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missions provided his name has been four weeks before the Academy 
and duly announced on the notice. 

Section 2. Admission to Fellowship, or Associate Fellowship, 
must be by ballot, after due notice to each Fellow, and by a three- 
fourths vote of the Fellows present at a stated meeting. 

Section 3. The Committee on Admissions, upon receiving a 
duly endorsed application for admission to Fellowship or Associate 
Fellowship, with the professional credentials, shall make due inquiry 
concerning the candidate, and all information thus obtained shall 
be confidential. It shall report, within three months, such as may 
be deemed worthy of admission; which report shall specify the 
source whence the candidates derived their diploma and license to 
practice, with the dates thereof. Should this committee fail to 
report, within the time specified, upon any application submitted to 
it, any Fellow may renew the application directly to the Academy, 
and a vote shall be taken upon it; in this case, however, the 
affirmative vote of four-fifths of the Fellows present, as ascertained 
by ballot, shall be requisite to- insure an admission; and on the 
question being put, it shall be distinctly stated by the President that 
the application has not been approved by the Committee on Admis- 
sions. 

XIV. C01V?MITTEE ON LIBRARY. 

Section i. The Committee on Library shall have a general 
supervision of the Library of the Academy, and of the Library 
employees, through its Chairman, the Executive Librarian, and shall 
annually report upon the condition of the Library, at which time, 
it shall also furnish to the Academy, a statement of the amount 
necessary to meet the estimated wants of the Library during the 
ensuing year, when such an appropriation, based upon such estimate^ 
shall be made by the Academy, as may be deemed compatible with 
the state of its funds. The expenditure of such funds shall be 
made by the Executive Librarian, under the direction of the Com- 
mittee on Librarv. 

Section 2. The Executive Librarian shall have charge of all the 
books, manuscripts, anatomical or pathological speciments, ap- 
paratus, instruments, portraits, medals, coins, and other scientific 
property of the Academy, and shall attend to their preservation, 
arrangement and cataloguing. He shall cause to" be affixed to each 
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donation the name of the donor. He may sell the publications of 
the Academy at the price established by the Council, and shall pay 
the proceeds to the Treasurer. 

Section 3. He shall, as soon as practicable after the receipt of 
additions to the Library, make such arrangements as shall enable 
them to be consulted in the Library and under such regulations as 
the Committee on Library shall adopt, subject to the approval of the 
Council. He shall report at each stated meeting of the Academy 
such donations to the Library as may have been received since the 
preceding meeting. 

Section 4. The Fellows and Associate Fellows of the Academy 
may take books, periodicals, and pamphlets frorh the Library, for 
their personal use only, on application to the Executive or Resident 
Librarian, for a period of two days for primary copies, and one 
week for duplicates, with the privilege of one immediate renewal 
for a like period if the same shall not be wanted by other Fellows 
or Associate Fellows. 

Section 5. New books and current journals, and books and 
journals of exceptional rarity or value shall not be included in the 
above provision. 

Section 6. Books and journals, whether originals or duplicates, 
shall be receipted for at the time they are taken from the Library, 
and the borrower shall be held rigidly responsible for their proper 
care. 

Section 7. Any Fellow or Associate Fellow violating these 
rules shall be suspended from these privileges for a period of 
time in the discretion of the Committee on Library. 

Section 8. The Library shall be open to the public from 9.30 
A.M. to I P.M., and to the members of the Academy from 9.30 
A.M. to 10.30 P.M. Sundays and legal holidays, and such portion 
of the Summer as the Council shall direct are excepted. 

The Resident Librarian, or Assistants shall be present while the 
Library is open. 

XV. sections. 

Section i. The Sections shall bring before the Academy at its 
stated meetings or as otherwise ordered, such matters as pertain 
to the several departments respectively assigned to them, as sub- 
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jects for discussion, or other action. No Section is authorized to 
permit a person not a Fellow of the Academy to read a paper before 
it or to institute any procedure that is of a public character without 
first submitting the invitation or project to the Council or the Acad- 
emy for consideration and approval. They shall severally examihe 
and report on all papers, documents, instruments, apparatus, etc., 
submitted to them, and give a brief abstract of. the proceedings of the 
Section. They shall each furnish a paper or prepare a discussion for 
a stated meeting of the Academy once every year. 

XVI. ELECTIONS. 

Section i. At the stated meeting previous to the annual elec- 
tion the President shall appoint three Fellows, who, together with 
the Assistant Secretary, shall receive the ballots and record the 
names of all the voters. 

Section 2. The Recording Secretary shall cause the names of 
all the nominees for each office to be printed on slips or ballots, one 
•copy of which, together with a copy of this By-Law, shall be sent to 
•each Fellow with the notice of the election. 

Section 3. All the officers shall be elected by ballot, and by a 
majority of the Fellows present and voting. 

Section 4. The poll shall be opened at eight o'clock on the 
-evening of the election, and shall be kept open one hour, at the end 
of which time it shall be declared closed, and no votes shall there- 
after be received, providing that all present who have the right to 
vote have been given an opportunity to do so. All the officers voted 
for shall be on one ballot. 

Section 5. No Fellow whose annual dues remain unpaid shall 
be entitled to a vote, or be eligible for office. 

Section 6. At the close of the poll, the Inspectors shall im- 
mediatey proceed to canvass the votes, and if upon their report it 
shall appear that no choice has been made in any one or more of 
the offices, a new balloting for such officers as are still to be elected 
shall take place, the poll for which shall be kept open until all 
present who may desire it have voted, but not longer than thirty 
minutes. At the second and each succeeding ballot, the name of 
the candidate having the fewest votes for each office in question shall 
be withdrawn. 
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Section 7. Ballots folded in each other, blank votes, and votes 
cast for a Fellow not regularly nominated, shall be discarded. 

XVII. FUNDS AND PROPERTY. 

Section i. The securities, investments, and funds of the 
Academy shall not be disposed of, or transferred, in whole or in 
part, unless with the approval of the Council and by a two-thirds 
vote of the Fellows present at a stated meeting of the Academy, 
and after notice given at a previous stated meeting; but bills for 
current or necessary expenses may be passed by a majority, at a 
stated meeting, without previous notice. 

Section 2. No loan or investment of the funds shall be made 
except in United States, New York State, and New York City bonds, 
or on bond and mortgage on improved real estate in the city of 
New York, not to exceed two-thirds the value of said property. 

Section 3. No money shall be borrow^ed by the Academy, ex- 
cept on a vote of three-fourths of the Fellows present at a stated 
meeting, and after one month's notice. 

Section 4. The real estate comprising the premises of the 
Academy may only be sold to purchase and secure a new location 
and premises ; in which case the whole amount realized on said sale 
shall be appropriated to the payment of said purchase, and bear 
the same relations or lien upon the new that it did upon the old 
or former premises. A vote of two-thirds of the Fellows present 
at a stated meeting, and one month's notice at a previous stated 
meeting, shall be necessary to authorize such sale. 

Section 5. No person whose Fellowship has ceased, no Associ- 
ate Fellow, or Honorary Fellow, shall have a right, title, or claim to 
any portion of the funds or property of the Academy. 

XVaiL ADMISSION FEE AND DUES. 

Section i. Each Fellow, on admission, shall pay an admission 
fee of twenty-five dollars, which shall go to The Building Fund, 
the principal or income of which may be used for the construction 
or maintenance of the Academy. 

Section 2. The annual dues of each Fellow residing, practis- 
ing, or having an office, or who is engaged in business in New York 
City shall be twenty dollars, payable on the first of January in each 
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year, excepting that dues shall be remitted to each Fellow for the 
calendar year in which Fellowship is obtained and completed, pro^ 
vided that the said Fellow shall have completed his or her member- 
ship, within two months of election to Fellowship, by signing the 
Constitution and By-Laws and paying the admission fee. 

Section 3, The annual dues of each Fellow not residing, prac- 
tising or having an office, or being engaged in business in New 
York City, and of each Associate Fellow shall be five dollars, pay- 
able on the first of January in each year, excepting that Associate 
Fellows removing to, or practising or having an office, or being en- 
gaged in business in New York city shall pay twenty dollars annual 
dues instead of five dollars. 

Section 4. An Associate Fellow shall be exempt from paying 
an admission fee unless subsequently elected a Fellow by a three- 
fourths vote of the Fellows present at a stated meeting of the 
Academy, when such Associate Fellow shall pay the regular admis- 
sion fee and be exempt from dues for that year. 

Section 5. Any Fellow or Associate Fellow neglecting to pay 
his. dues for one or more years shall be liable to suspension or 
forfeiture of Fellowship. 

xix. signing constitution and by-laws. 

Section i. Every duly elected Fellow shall sign the Constitution 
and By-Laws within two months after election, and in default 
thereof, such election shall be deemed void, unless a reason satisfac- 
tory to the Council be given. 

Section 2. No one elected a Fellow shall be entitled to the 
rights and privileges of Fellowship until the admission fee shall 
have been paid, and the Constitution and By-Laws signed, either in 
person or by proxy. 

XX. MANUSCRIPTS, ESSAYS, AND PAPERS. 

Section i. A copy of every discourse, memoir, or paper, read 
before the Academy, shall be kept in its archives by the Executive 
Librarian. 

Section 2. All reports made to the Academy shall be written on 
paper of uniform size and quality, furnished by the Council, and 
shall be bound in successive volumes.

Section 3. A volume of Transactions shall be published, under 
the supervision of the Council, when ordered by the Academy. 

Section 4. Each Fellow and Associate Fellow shall be entitled 
to one copy, at cost price, or gratuitously as the Academy shall 
determine, of all publications of the Academy; Honorary Fellows, 
learned societies, public libraries, and scientific periodicals may re- 
ceive a complimentary copy of the Transactions on the approval 
of the Council. 

XXI. ANNUAL REPORTS. 

Section i. The following-named Officers and Committees of 
the Academy shall annually present full reports of their doings to 
the Council at its meeting in December :

Section 2. All reports shall be duly signed, and, with the report 
of the Council, shall be read by the Recording Secretary at the first 
stated meeting of the Academy in January. 

XXII. RULES OF ORDER.

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Section 2. When a question is under debate; no motion shall 
be received, other than to adjourn; to lay on the table; for the pre- 
vious question ; to postpone ; to refer ; or to amend ; which several 
motions shall have precedence in the order in which they are here 
arranged.

Section 3. When a blank is to be filled, the question shall be 
first taken on the highest number, the greatest sum, or longest time 
proposed;

Resolutions or reports concerning public questions 
not pertaining to the special objects of the Academy on which action 
is desired, shall be laid ever to a subsequent meeting, and the subject 
announced for the meeting at which action is to be taken. 

Section ii. All questions of order, not provided for by these 
rules, shall be determined by pa,rliamentary usage as expounded by 

Cushing's Manual. 

XXIII. alteration. OF. BYrLAWS. 

These By-Laws may be suspended by unanimous vote at a stated 
meeting. They may be repealed or amended by a three-fourths 
vote, provided notice of the same shall have been given in writing 
at a previous stated meeting, and also announced on the notice for 
the meeting when action is to take place.
